a. Evaluation of Photographic Copy of Helms’ Portrait 


At the March meeting, [___————CSid had asked the 
members to find an opportunity to look at the 
photographic reproduction of the Helms' portrait 
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hanging in line with the oil paintings and to take a 
close look at the way this copy fits in the midst of 
the oils. In commenting, the members' main criticism 
of this reproduction was that it tended to be too 
glossy. They felt that if the surface could be dulled 
and some of the glossiness removed, it would be more 
Sacaoeable. (wd eek 10 
check with the company which had made this copy to see 
if this could be done. ees jo that the 
conservationist who had month to look at 
our portraits had advised that she could probably get 
the original oil portrait of Helms back very close to 
the original color by removing the varnish, at an 


approximate cost of $400. The Commission agreed that 
this work should be done. 


dvised that the DCI will be sitting for 
his portrait sometime this month. 


b. Restoration of Maps in Elevator Lobbies 


ee: the Cartography Division was present 
to discuss e restoration of the maps in the elevator 
lobbies. These maps were acquired from the Library of 
Congress, reproduced by Cartography Division and glued 
to the walls by the GSA paint shop in 1964.

With reference to the earlier request from CPAS 
for a sign at the Ops Center, (eens Se 
that at present there is a large Agency seal outside 
the door to the Ops Center. The request was that the 
words CIA be placed above the seal and Operations 
Center be placed below the seal and that this be done 
in decorative black dimensional letters. This request 
was approved and the work order has already gone 
through. 


ad. Redecorating of Ground Floor Elevator Wells 
The condition of the walls in the ground floor 
elevator wells and the necessity to replace some of 


the existing wallpaper was brought up. 
advised that a proposal had been put forth originally 
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that the lower portion of the old paper in need of 

replacing be removed and a band of new paper of a 

darker shade be inserted in its place. In this
